On  May  6th,  IST^BR^ard  N.  Dickerson,  of  the  city  of  New 
York,  filed  a  bill  in  the  United  States  Circuit  Court  for  the 
Northern  District  of  Florida  as  a  shareholder  in  the  Florida 
Land  and  Immigration  Co.  and  the  Florida  Town  Improvement 
Co.,  praying  for  an  injunction  to  restrain  the  collection  of  the 
t^xes  levied  upon  the  property  of  said  companies,  for  the  general 
and  special  interest  and  sinking  funds,  upon  the  ground  that  the 
bonds  of  1871  and  1873  were  illegal,  because  the  Legislature 
was  prohibited,  by  the  constitution,  from  issuing  bonds,  except 
to  secure  the  payment  of  the  debt  as  it  existed  at  the  adoption 
of  the  constitution,  or  for  erection  of  State  buildings,  t%c. 

A  temporary  injunction  was  granted  by  the  judge  of  said 
court.     The  final  hearing  in  this  case  has  not  yet  been  had. 

A  bill  was  also  filed  in  the  Circuit  Court  of  Duval  county  by 
Edward  M.  Cheny  and  wife  vs.  Peter  Jones,  collector  of  revenue, 
onjoining  him  from  cpllecting  the  above  mentioned  taxes,  urging 
the  same  ground  as  set  forth  in  the  case  in  the  United  States 
Circuit  Court,  and  in  addition  claiming  that  the  Conaptroller  had 
not  sold  250  of  the  1873  bonds  before  levying  the  tax  to  pay

That  the  condition  precedent  to  the  levying  of  the  tax  to 
pay  the  interest  and  form  a  sinking  fund  for  these  bonds,  that  is 
the  sale  of  250,  had  been  complied  with. 

3d.  That  the  4  mill  tax  required  by  the  law  of  1873  should 
not  have  been  levied  unless  the  whole  amount  of  bonds  had  been 
sold  ;  that  the  amount  of  tax  which  should  have  been  collected

Before  answering  this  question,  I  will  direct 
authorizing  this  tax.

Under  this  decision  a  portion  of  this  tax  was  applicable  to  the 
'payment  of  the  interest  upon  the  old  State  debt,  and  as  the 
school  and  seminary  bonds  were  the  only  ones  of  this  class  upon 
which  interest  was  being  paid,  it  would  have  been  proper  to  have 
applied  as  much  as  was  necessary  for  this  purpose,  but  this  in- 
terest had  been  paid^out  of  the  proceeds  of  State  tax  proper,  the 
7  mill  tax,  as  other  appropriations  by  the  Legislature  were  paid, 
before  the  opinion  \^  rendered.  It  seems  to  be  equitable  that 
the  General  Sinking«Fund  should  reimburse  to  the  State  tax 
proper  the  amount  thus  paid. 

Had  a  tax  of  only  1  mill  been  levied,  less  than  |24,000 
would  have  been  collected,  and  the  payment  of  the  interest  on 
these  bonds  would  have  been  an  impossibility,  as  $29,869  28 
have  already  been  paid  for  coupons  heretofore  due,  and  $15,276 
in  gold  will  be  expended  in  paying  the  coupons  due  to-day, 
about  equalling  $17,000  in  currency,  and  as  there  are  $312,-
